RUFUS F. WAITE 


Ruins S. Waite died at his home 


In the village of Afton, Wis., Friday 
morning, August 2, 1901, 
aged 75 


years, 5 months and 27 days. 


jMr. Waite was born in Grafton, 


Rensselaer county county, New York, 
February 5th, 1826, and was the eld- 
est son 
of Dr. Rut'us S. Waite and 


Lois Maxon Waite. 
His early life 


was spent in his native town and 
here he was married August 
-29th, 


1846, to Priscilla Lee, who preceded 
him to the spirit land only last Octo- 
ber. ' At gne time Mr. Waite thought 
of studying medicine and succeeding 
his -father in the practice of taat 
profession but after a short exper- 
ience be discarded medicine and sur- 
gery -for a mercantile career, enter- 
ing into partnership for the conduct 
of a' general store at Grafton Center 
about 1855. 


He continued in business at Graf- 


ton until 186S when he moved to 
Troy and engaged lin -business in 
that city. 
In the spring of 
lo.JL. 


however, he caught the western fever 
and emigrated 'With his family to 
Wisconsin, locating at Afton, wbere 
he purchased the general store own- 
ed by George Sims, also some farm- 
ing land, and where he has since 
made his home. 
Prior to leaving 


Grafton Mr. Waite was active in pub- 
lic affairs, and served as town clerk, 
justice of the peace and postmaster. 
In politics he was a staunch repub- 
lican and cast his ballot for every 
presidential -candidate of that party 
from Fremont to McKinley. 
After 


settling at Afton in 1871, Mr. Waite 
vas appointed 
postmaster at 
'that 


place ami served until 1894. This 
service,Coupled with his earlier work 
at Grafton gave him a record of 
over forty years experience in postal 
affairs. 


Before coming west Mr. Waite was 


identified witli the Baptist church 


at Grafton and at the time of his 
death was a member of the Afton 
Baptist church. 
Five sons 
were 


bom to Mr. and -Mrs. Waite, one of 
whom died in infancy, while the other 
four, Arthur S., Albert R., Charles F., 
."ucl Ulysses G. all reside at Aftori. 
Mr. Waite is also survived by one 
sister, Mrs. John W. Stevens, of Has- 
bronck Heights, N. J. The 
funeral 


was held from the Baptist church at 
Afton last Sunday afternoon at two 
o'clock and was largely 
attended

Vallejo, Cal., Aug. 7.—Gold bullion 


worth |280,000 was stolen from the 
Selby smelting works between mid- 
night last night and 7 o'clock this 
morning. The robbers dug a tunnel 
beneath the walls of the company's 
building, gaining access to the floor 
of the strongroom. The work of ex- 
cavating the tunnel must have taken 
weeks, and though the mouth of the 
subway was in plain view of workmen 
going to and from the works, it at- 
tracted no attention till after the rob- 
bery. It is believed that the plunder 
which weighed about 1,200 pounds, was 
carried off by boat, as the Selby works 
are near the shore of the fcay, and two 


• billets of bullion worth $50,000, aband- 


oned in baste by the robbers, were 
found today upon the beach. 
The 


• route of retreat 
from the 
tunnel's 


mouth to the shore was sprinkled with 
Cayenne pepper, for the supposed pur 
pose of worrying any dogs that might 
be set on. the trail. The Selby works 
are situated about thirty milas from 
Sfin Francisco on the outskirts of Val- 
lejo near bay tide-water. The robbers 
began their tunnel directly under the 
walls that surround the ' smelting 
buildings, and covered the entrance to 
their tunnel with a platform of pine 
boards and with dirt. They must have 
worked assiduously during the night, 
carrying the dirt and debris a distance 
of 200 yards to the bay, where it was 
doubtless sunk. The police have not 
the slightest clew. They do not know 


. whether the crime was committed by 


one man or a dozen. Telegrams have 
been sent to every sheriff in the state 
oraering him to search for the missing 
gold, to overhaul every boat and 
iteamer within his jurisdiction, to

How the Steel 
Magnate Entertains 


His Guests at His Famous 


Scotch Resort. 


London, 
Aug. 6—When one 'man, 


quite unsolicited gives to.the metrop- 
olis of America sixty-five public li- 
braries, invoving 
something more 


than five millions of dollars, and to 
the country of his birth ten milions 
more that a liberal education 
may 


be had by any Scotchman for the 
asldng, 
it is natural that people 


should desire to learn something of 
his personality. 
For that reason in- 
terest -will be felt in the following 
account of a recent 
entertainment 


given by Andrew Carnegie in Skibo 
castle. 
The story is told .by one o£ 


the guests present on the occasion re- 
ferred to. 
Skibo castle is situated on an es- 
tate stretching twenty miles in one 
direction and from six to eight miles 
in another, with a total of something 
over 35,000 acres. 
Centuries ago it 


•was an abbey, and there are 
yew 


trees still standing which are more 
than 700 years old. 
There are halt 


a dozen trout 
-brooks, a salmon 
stream 
two or three 
mountains, 


beech hedges 
ten feet high, with 


' lull foliage even to the ground, and 
about everything else that mature 
offers to the man who can and will 
pay the price. 
And yet the owner 


said one day to 'his guest, as 
they 


•\vere strolling about the place: 


'•Do you know, 
my good friend, 
that I have bought it, yet it does 
realy mr.ne. 
I know I have in 
my 


.possession the legal papers that say 
that I 'have bought it, yet i tdoes 
not seem quite possible afterr all, 
that I actually own ft." 
And there 


•was no affectation about the manner 
in which the statement was made. 


Yvuen Mr. 'Carnegie bought the es- 
tate he tore down the rear part of 
the castle and built an addition much 
larger than the original, still Keep- 
ing to the old Scotch baronial style 
of architecture. 
Now 
his guests, 
even when a whole family with their 
servants visit him, are assigned to 
entire . suites 
quite by themselves. 


Some idea of the extent of the es- 
tablishment may be. Obtained from 
the thirty 
''house servants, 
five 


coachmen and twice as many foot- 
men and grooms 
to look after the 


twenty-three horses. 
This last item 


•will be reduced somewhat as soon as 
an electric plant can be finished and 
motor carriages purchased. 
\nd with this 'enormous holding 


and all that it means, the only pride 
shown by its owner is exhibited in 


' 'some goosebery bushes in one corner 


of the garden which really grow the 
best fruit of the kind in Great Brit- 
ain. 
Mr. Carnegie is a hard work- 


er, for it is a day's work in itself to 


(*• 
attend to his enormous mail 
of 
several hundred letters a clay. Some 
of them are never opened, but the 
majority are carefully looked over 
and answered by the secretary. Only 
a selected few are handed to 
Mr. 


Carnegie, who never fails to give 
each its due consideration. 


After this duty is performed, his 


guests are summoned, and off 
the 


•whole'party go to the golf links, for 
the laird of Skibo is an ardent de- 
votee of the game. 
Or perhaps he 


renews his" youth by following 
one 


of his many trout brooks with rod 
and fly. And as he.is driven home 
after a good afternoon's sport, 
he 


stops the carriage to tell the game- 
keeper to pick, up a wee little girl 
with a basket bigger than herself. 
i .On Saturday, July 13. Mr. Carne- 
gie gave an outdoor fete to all his 
tenants, and from 
all the country 
around men, 
women ana children 


came 
Some walked twenty miles 


to take part in the festivities, and 


' after all 
was over, tired as thoy 
must have been, they walked another 
twenty miles home again. 
The be- 


ginning was fixed 'for 2 o'clock, but 
so anxious were the visitors to be on 
time, that hundreds arlved as early 
as half past twelve and one.

Steel Workers In » Dilcmmn Over the

Chicago, Aug. 7.—Uncertainty still' 


characterizes the labor situation 
at 


South Chicago, where an livmy of steel 
workers is anxiously awaiting definite 
word as to what part they are expected 
to play in the titanic struggle botween 
the steel trust and the Amalgamated 
association. 
Vice-President William 


C. Davis has returned from a trip to 
the east, but so far as is known has 
brought no word tending to relieve the 
situation. The steel workers of South 
Chicago are working undeir an agree- 
ment with the Illinois Steel company 
entered into before the concern became 
a part of the big trust. 
Under the 


terms of the compact there can be no 
strike, four months' notice being re- 
quired before a change can be made 
in working conditions and conferences 
being provided for to bring about am 
icable agreements. Having no cause 
for complaint so far as they are per 
sonally concerned, the employes ar< 
loath to abrogate this agreement am 
strike. 
On the other hand, they ar 


practically powerless to resist an or 
der to walk 
out, should a genera 


strike order come from President Shat 
fer, because of the following plank 1 
the constitution of the Amalgamate 
association: 
- "Should one mill in a combine o 
trust have a difficulty all mills in sai 
combine or trust shall cease work un 
til such grievance is settled." 


It is expected that the sentiment of 


the men as to what course to pursue 
will be secured Sunday, when the 
South Chicago lodges will meet. A 
feature that will probably be discussed 
is a rumor to the effect that a strike 
at South Chicago will be seized upon 
as an excuse for removing the 
rail 


mills to the east in order to concen- 
trate the activities of the trust 
as 


closely as possible. Such a course 
•would be almost a. death blow to the 
retail commercial prospects of South 
Chicago.'

tune -thrbugh discovering a mine of 
wonderful richness.' , He is not like 
Stratum,.; exicept that -probably his 
•wealth came more suddenly and in 
larger amounts than that OL the. Col- 


_ prado millionaire. It is not 'his sud- 


den rise to affluence that is causing 
the comment about him so much as 
his remarkable manner of spending 
his money. 


.He seems .to have no idea of its 


value and his chief anxiety is to get 
rid of his income as rapidly as pos- 
sible. ' Thomas Welch, an American. 
mining man who has just arrived 
here from Parral, related a number 
of instances of Alvarado's reckless
